Subversive individuals and groups will do everything possible to mag- 
nify and publicise charges of racial discrimination upon the part of the Bureau 
and you can anticipate that so-called "guinea pic¢s" will be sent to your office 
for the express purpose of testing the reception they will receive in an effort 
to develop specific instances of bias end discrimination on the part of our 
personnel. 


As I have indicated in the past, I will not tolerate any showing of 
bias and prejudice on the part of our personnel in their interviews and contacts 
with the public. It will be your responsibility to sec that the Bureau's interests 
are adequately protected and that there will be no basis upon which any individ- 
ual or group of individuals can muke charges of racial discrimination against the 
Bureau. I definitely feel that if we are fair and impartial in our dealings with 
all individuals and groups of individuals mo such charges can be made against the 
Bureau. If there is any disregard of my specific instructions with respect to this 


matter, I want you to know that employees guilty of such practices will be sumnaril: 
dismissed from the Bureau.
